The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests, in combination with the other limitations in independent 
claim 9, an appliance with a door closing an access opening, an appliance port 
comprising a cooling air inlet port and/or a vapor exhaust port, a portion of the user 
control and display unit being disposed on the door so as to shield, when the door is 
closed, the appliance port from view in a direction perpendicular to the planar outer 
surface of the front of the appliance body.
